The two Btraiigers were Jauics Uacon 
and Willijim Kelly, two boys, aged 
thirteen and sixteen years respectively. 
Bhrery particular obtainsU* poinit to a 
premeditated murder. 

Young- Man-Afraid-of-His-'Horses, and 
He-Dog, son-in-law of Red Cload, came 
' to the agency Monday, and asked for 
authority to arrest the two eioaped 
murderers and bring Two Strikes; who 
in mortally wounded, to the agency. 
He-Dog prodiises that he will arrest and 
bring eyerr one to the agency who par- 
ticipated in the murder. The agent 
woald not give hia uunHent to this ar- 
rangement until he fliuls that the police 
are unable to make the arrest. 

Policeman Boar - That - Runs- in - the- 
Woods brought in yesterday one of Two 
Btrikea' aona, who is one oC the mnrder- 
•laof the Humphrey camp cowboys. 
He is slowly dying of his wotmds. He 
eonfsased that it was agreed among the 
Indians to go to the bcof camp and kill 
the cowboyH. Tliey slipped into the 
dug-out while the men were asleep and 
each selected a victim. At a grven sig- 
nal| a cough, each liulian emptied hid 
rvrolTer mto the body of his victim. 
The cook was not killed at the first fire, 
and npon his attempting to crawl under 
the bra was shot again ita the head. So 
close wiis the range that each victim 
was terribly i)pwd«r btorned. The 
dying Indian says the men were killed 
bei-ause they were white. 

The bodies of the victims were 
brought here yesterday. 

Dr. Eastman, the agency doctor, is a 
Inll-blooded Sioox, and is better ac- 
• craainted vrith the movements . of his 
vibe than anybody at the agency. In 
regard tf> the last affair, he says that it 
will lead to an outbreak without doubt. 
The Indians since the war of 1890 have 
been bruudiug over the affair and are 
dissatisfied. They get enough to eat 
and wear, bat tlnqr So not lilce the ac- 
tton of the government toward the hos- 
lOss. These Indians after the war were 
pampered and shown attention, while 
the friendlies were not even thanked for 
the nart they played in the snppiyssion 
«f tot MVOlt. 

WARRIOR S OR QANIZINQ.

CniOAOo, Feb. P.- Miss 0. P. Sickle.s 
has returned from her journey in the 
Indian Territory where she went as the 
representative of the council of admin- 
istration of the world's fair to visit the 
peaceable tribes and awaken among 
them an interest in the world's fair. 
She says all the Indians are anxious to 
come to the fair, and to made an ex- 
hibit whicli will show their desire for 
progress. 

Speaking of the Pine Ridge trouble 
she savs: "Let me tell you that despite 
the telegraphic reports to the contrary, 
the event of a few days ago is only the 
prelude to an outbreak wliich will have 
far reaching results. The warriors of 
the Ridge are stealthily and systemati- 
cally organizing under such men as Red 
Cloud, who, while keeping their person 
far from the actual scene of action, are 
stirring np the feeling of their follow- 
ers with a "Hew to bmging aboatblood- 
shed." 

Miss Sidclea says the disaffection is 
due in a maasnre to the dishonesty of 
certain officials against whom some sen- 
iatlwtal chargea will be made iathe 
'fatore.

vote. Only one senator. Colonel North, 
explained his vote. When the result of 
the ballot had been declared Senator 
Tafft, Republican, moved to adjourn. 
This was taken as an insult to the sena- 
tor-elect and Tafft was roundly hissed. 
Church Howe, Republican, sprang to 
his feet and made a strong speech in 
favor of courtesy to Allen and honor of 
thestata. A committee was appointed 
to escort Allen to the hall. He came 
and made a brief speech, in whioh he 
promised conservative action. Further 
than this he made no promise. All the 
Democrats were congratulated by the 
Independents aa SOOB aa thaTOMWas 
announced. 

William Vincent Allen was bom at 
Midway, Madison county, O., Jan. 28, 
1847. He is a man of commanding pres- 
ence and much magnetism. In 1836 he 
moved from Ohio to Iowa, and at the 
age of dfteen years enlisted from the 
latter state in llie war of the rebellion. 
He carried a musket, which was newly 
as big lis himself, for three years. He 
then returned to Iowa and studied law 
with L. h. Ainsworth, of West Union. 
Nine years ago he came to Nebraska, 
locatiiig at Aladison, Madison county, 
his present home. He is at present

WASrarOTON, Feb. 8.— The Hawaiian 
annexation commissioners and Dr. Mott 
Smith, the Hawaiian minister, had an- 
other interview yesterday with .Secre- 
tary Foster at the state dei)artineiit. As 
was tlie case with tlu' i)ri!vious two in- 
terviews, this was entirely informal, be- 
ing confined to an interchange df unof- 
ficial vlewa upon the snbjeot ol annex- 
ing the Hawaiian idaada to tha United 
Statea. 

T1i« bttrineas of tha day wa s^ ^* 
formal pveaantntton by State Oeoiata^ 
Foetar of the Utdtad Statea gorem- 

ment's side of the case. This had been 
prepared by the president. State Bean- 
tary Foster, Secretary Iraoy aad At- 
torney General Miller at an infonnal 
cabioet meeting. Tharawaa an inform- 
al oioiiidon of tha caaa fqr an boor and 
tha oonf eranoa adjourned snbJeOt to the 
call of State Sacratairy Foatar. 

Nothing was said about tha time 
when the commissioners shall ba re- 
ceived by President Harrteoa and thus 
formally recognized, and tiia datarmiha- 
tion of tills date will depend upon the 
natnre of th'' adrioea from Honolulu, 
which are expected to reach SanFran- 
. Cisco today on tha Oceanic ataamship 
Australia. 

After the conference the commission- 
ers returned to their hotel. They all 
seemed much pleased with the turn of 
affairs and the outlook and each and all 
(laid everything was going satisfactory 
and with as much speed aa they could 
expect. One of them said: "The 
United States is all right in the case. 
Everything looks most enoouraf^s." 

Mr. Castle, in talking on the subject, 
said: "There is a noim in this matter 
which I think can be discussed without 
betraying diplomatio seoregr, and that 
is the position the United Btatea holds 
toward Hawaii. It waa the United 
States that rescued the islanda from 
barbaric state. Tha American mission- 
aries were the ones who atarted and ac- 
complished this and ever since Amer- 
ican interests have fostered and cared 
for the industries and people of the isl- 
ands. Had it not been for the Amer- 
icuu protection the islands would hare 
been absorbed long afo by Englaad or 
France. 

"TIm people have coma tplookvpon 
tha United States as their natural 
guardian and protector, and by its in- 
fluence has m«de them what tney are. 
Now that we are in a tight jplaca imd 
appeal for aid to the UidM States It is 
not only the tight bat the duty of the 
United States to listen to us and to do 
as we wish. Bhoold they refuse this re- 
quest, the islands are lost. But I think 
tne United States government sees the 
position and the end of these negotia- 
tions will be satisfactory. We can not 
expect haste in the matter; everything 
must be done calmly and diplomatical- 
ly, but so far everything that has been 
done ia anthralj pleasing to the commis- 
sion." 

The commissioners will now have a 
few days of rest. The secretary of state 
told them that there would be no meet- 
ing Wednesday, and they have made ar- 
rangements to go to the Capitol and see 
the counting of the electoral vote and 
see the senate and house in joint session 
proclaim the election of a president and 
vice preeieent of the United States, who 
may also be, from present indications, 
the next president and vioepraaident of 
the Hawaiian islands. 

After the oommissionen withdrew 
the secretary of state went to tha cab- 
inet meeting. Here he detailed the pro- 
ceedings of the morning's conference. 
All the members of the cabinet were 
present at the meeting except Secretary 
Noble. There was no change in the 
situation of Hawaiian affairs as far as 
the caUnet is concerned. All of the 
members have expressed their views up- 
on the general subject of annexing Ha- 
waii, and, until the president and secre- 
tary of state conclude their UMotia- 
tions with toe commissioners or dedde 
that negotiationa can not be f onnaUy 
entered upon, of CQUna, tlMra will be 
nothing for wa caUnai, aaaBody, to 
consider. ■

AtTBTTN, Feb. 8. — A message concern- 
ing the biirniiiK of llie iirj^ro. Smith, at 
Paris, hafl lu>en prepared by Oovemor 
Hox;; for submission toth* legislature, 

in wliich he says: 

"It becomes my painful duty to em- 
l)hasi/,e to you tlie necessity Of takin;; 
some step-< to prevent mob violence in 
Te.xas. l<ru^lliug all sentiment, whieli 
should never accompany punishment 
for crime, the (•ri!n(> committed at I'aris 
is a disj,'race totliis statu; its atrocity, 
inhumnnity and sickening effect on the 
peojile jit large can not bo obscured by 
reference to 'lie i)revious act of the cul- 
prit himself in brutality takini,' tho life 
of an innocent child. For hia deed, the 
death ]M ii,ilty awaited him under the 
liiws. The imputation that he could 
not have l)een leijiilly e.x(>cute(l in any 
court in this state is a slander upon tin- 
inte;^rity of every citizen. To contend 
that his executioners who purposely 
murdered him can neither be indicted 
nor tried in the county where that 
crime wa^i cottBitttad is a pvataaaa and 
a mockery. 

"So the condition exists in our state 
that while one m&n can bo convictcvl 
for mtirder, a hundred men wlio pub- 
licly commit murder can not be. Thi' 
laws therefore, without further legisla- 
tion may be held in defiance in any 
community where the for'-es are stronji 
enough to overawe the local ofiicers and 
set aside the legal machinery of ju.stice. 
Our constitution is not bo hidebound 
that this condition must continue. Will 
the lejj^slature stand by and let this 
condition remain nndii»tnrbed. un- 
changed, any longer? I hope not. There 
is no higher obligation resting on the 
le^cislative denartment than to nave the 
(■< institutional guarantees for i)rotection 
of life, liberty and prosperity respectfd 
and obeyed. If taxation becomi's nee 
essary to raise funds by which this may 
done, 1 advise your honorable bodies to 
lay it on and make the people pay it to 
the lun CKtent necessary."

SENAT E AND H OUSE. 

Political Debate in the Senate While the 
Ho«a« Oota Dowa to BaalMte. 

WASRiKOToir, Feb. 8.— Senator Chand- 
ler, Republican, of New Haven, man- 
aged to give a political twist to tho de- 
bate in the senate yesterday on tho 
automatic coupler bill. He brought u\) 
a resolution in the national 1 »i ini H'latic 
platform which denounced the Itepub- 
lican party and tlie Kepulilican seiiate 
for not having provided legislation for 
the protection of railroail tnijiloyes. 
and insisted that the position of so 
many Democratic senators against the 
bill was inconsistent with their party 
fealty. He twitted them with the fact 
that only eleven ot theni had vot<'d 
Monday to take up the bill for tlie re- 
peal of the Sherman act, knowing the 
declaration of the iiiitional Democratic 
convention on the subject of silver, and 
knowing tho entreaties of tlie pre.-iident- 
elect to have the Sherman act repealed 
before the 1th of March. And he pre- 
dicted that tho course of l»eiiiocrati<' 
senators in the next congress on the 
subject of tariff would be ((lually at 
variaui'H with their jiarty platform. 

Mr. Wolcott, Uepublican, of Colo- 
rado, while arguing against the auto- 
matic coupler bill, said that no other 
senator than Chandler could have found 
a political advantage in it. No action 
was taken on the bill. 

In mai'keil contriist with the interest 
taken in the proceedings of the house 
Monday was the lack of attention paid 
to the routine busine.sa of yesterday. 
And yet ttie house Monday aceom- 
plished nothing.

OoTtmor Brown V«toei Two More 
MtMVto-Dotaiii of Ot llato 



Governor Brown rctiirncl to the House 
liila veto of the bill requiring the presi- 
dent and directors of incorporated bury- 
ing grounds to make rejiorts of the for- 
mal condition to stockholders. The l)ill 
oontained an emergency claoaa but did 
not Hpecify the emergency as required 
by tlie Constitution. The veto was sus- 
tained. 

The House passe;^ a bill providing for 
the ajipointment of special Judges in 
County Courts. An aiuftuhnnit to de- 
duct their pay from tbe salary of the 
regular Judge was defeated. 

A hill was ))a88ed amending Section 
102, civil code of practice. It bars judg- 
ments in all actions where no answer 
has been tiled or issue joined by defend- 
ant, but permits such judgment to l>o 
made provided sixty days have elapsed 
aft«'r a warning,'' order and before the com- 
mencement of tlie t«'rin of court. 

The Senate ])a.ssed the House till to 
confirm the validity of funding and re- 
funding bonds of cities of the second class. 

The bill establishing Justice Districts 
in each county was passed in the House. 
It is the measure incorrectly passed last 
fall. 

The resolution to add two juore com- 
missioners to the World's Fair Board 
from this State came up yesterday. 
These two Commissioners are to 8erv6 
without pay, and the proposition has 
been worked up by Professor Willbur 
Smith. Big opposition was manifested 
at once. Representative Bailey, of Car- 
roll, went BO far as to say that the pro- 
ject was created only to give notoriety to 
one or two kid glove gentlemen, who 
would be a burden to the rest of the 
Board. The advocates of the resolution 
claimed tiuit the minor sections of East- 
om Kentucky were not fairly represented. 

While this debate was goingon, another 
little veto was received from Governor 
Blown. It kiUed Mr. Hart's bill 
amending an Mt ia nlatioii to Poplar 
Plains, Fleming Oountf, TMt fOlO was 
also sustained. 

Mr. Bashaw, of Henry, introdooed in 
the House a bill prohibiting railroad 
companies from employing minors as 
telegraph operators where trains orders 
are to be sent and received. 

Mr. Peak, one of the oldest and most 
dignified members, sent up a new bill en 
titied: "An act to prevent tbe salei loan 
or wearing of hoop skirts." 

Tlie bill practically re-enacting the old 
law relating to idiots and lunatics was 
called up. It had previously passed the 
Senate, and prohibits any allowance to 
Idiots under eight years of age, or to any 
person who Is oecaslQitally Insane. Mr, 
Bashaw offered a!i amendment making 
the ag4 limit of idiots twelve years. The 
amendment jwas voted down and the bUl 

passed withont cbani;e.

BBISBAHB, Feb. H.— Tliis city con- 
tinuei to be completely isolated by the 
floods. The water is thirty feet deej) in 
the principal streets of the city, and in 
the snburbs has covered buildings sixty 
feet high. Five hundred houses have 
been demolisheil. 

Handreda of families have lost their 
homes aadhaTe left in boats to seek the 
ahelter on higher grounds. All gas and 
water pipes have been destrojred sad tkr 
city is in darkness. 

In the region about Wide Bay. 
Queensland, hundreds of houses have 
been demolished by the rushing waterr 
and thousands of destitute people have 
tidcen refuge in the hills, without shel- 
ter and destitute of nearly all necessity. 

It is reported that several mines at 
Gympie, in the Wide Ray district, aiQe 
inundated, and that great damage has 
been done to mining operations.
